HARRISBURG, Pa.,. Sept. 7.—The 
étrike of 158,000 anthracite miners which 
began Sept. 1 is virtually over. The 
miners this afternoon accepted Governor 
Pinchot’s peace proposal, dropping their 
demand for the check-off and more than 
a@ 10 per cent. increase for day men. 

Joint negotiations for a new contract 
began at 7 o’clock this evening in Gov- 
ernor Pinchot’s reception room. As soon 
as the contract is ready it will be pre- 
sented for formal ratification to a tri- 
district convention of union delegates at 

_ Scranton or Wilkes-Barre. Ratification 
| is “expected: The formal order calling 
eff the strike will then be issued. 

No predictions could be made tonight 
2s to when the men would return to work 
but it is believed here that coal digging 
will be resumed in about ten days.

Make Progress on Contract. ‘ 

The joint conference, which began at 
7 a’clock this evening, adjourned at 11 
o'clock. -It was reported that consid- 
erable progress had been made in draw- 
ing up the text of several clauses of the 
new agreement and that the entire con- 
tract would probably be ready tomor- 
row for action by the full Scale Com- 
mittee, which will then announce the 
date of the tri-district convention: 

Governor Pinchot, who was present,

“The discussion this evening hag dealt 
principally with matters not covered 
by my four points. Hxcellent progress 
has been’ made toward a final agree- 
ment. Both sides have shown a strong 
dispositien to redch a conclusion as 
rapidly as the complexity of the ques- 
tions at issue will permit.”’

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Icelanders Plan to Get Heat F rom Geysers, . 
Piping in Hot Water, Displacing Coal Use 





BERGEN, Norway, Sept. ‘7.—In Ice- 
land, where one would suppose that coal 
was about. the most essential of com- 
modities, it has just been announced 
that the Icelanders are about to do 
away with that fallacious heating me- 
dium ‘entirely. The authorities in Reyk- 
jJavik, the capital, are considering utiliz- 
ing the natural hot springs and geysers 
there for heating the whole country. 
The famous geysers are situated about 
a mile from the city and have long 
been used by Reykjavik housewives as 
a free laundry and hot water supply. 


According to the preliminary plans 
which have been prepared, the waters 
from the springs will be brought into 
the city through wooden pipes and piped 
into the buildings. The waters from the 
geysers and springs are both sulphurous 
and radio-ective, and it is the hope of 
the city fathers that some future time 
may see the establishment of a medical 
spa in the Arctic, 

The wash houses which now surround 
the geysers are used by the inhabitants 
as baths and laundries and are entirely 
heated by the hot waters.

General Frank R. McCor, just ap- 
pointed.

Hewas also aide de camp | 
at other periods to President Rooss-

where General Woop, speaking of him 
as an “exceptionally capable man,”’ 
recommended him for Vice Governor.
